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1 . THE SURVEYS AND INVESTIGATIONS STAFF OF THE HOUSE 
APPROPRIATIONS COMMITTEE IS MAKING A STUDY OF LICENSING 
AGREEMENTS FOR THE TRANSFER BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES 
AND NATO COUNTRIES OF TECHNOLOGY RELATING TO WEAPON 
SYSTEMS. THEY ARE INTERESTED IN IDENTIFYING PROBLEMS 
EXISTING IN CONSUMMATING SUCH TRANSFERS BOTH FROM 
THE UNITED STATES TO THE OTHER COUNTRIES AND VICE 
VERSA AND WHAT CHANGES IN EXISTING POLICIES AND

THERE ARE A NUMBER OF CONTACTS TO BE MADE.
